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Development of interurban railways and street 


car lines was most intense in the midwestern 
states of Indiana, Illinois and Ohio. The interur- 
ban lines were particularly common in Indiana, 
and this makes the task of presenting a historical 
review of “Electric Railways of Indiana” a leng- 
thy, but pleasant, one. 

Bulletin 102 presents a continuation of the his- 
torical presentation ‘‘Electric Railways of Indi- 
ana’’, begun in Bulletin 101 of the 1957 CERA 
year. Where Bulletin 101 covered mainly the 
lines of the southern part of the state, Bulletin 
102 extends upward thru central Indiana. Since 
that is a rather inexact description, it might be 
better to say that this bulletin describes the 
state’s most extensive property, Indiana Railroad 
System; its predecessors not already included 
in Bulletin 101; and, the Winona lines. 

Again, somuchmaterial came to light that our 
principal task has been reduction into a volume 
that would be best representative of the available 
material. Yetto be covered in future studies are 
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entirely unofficial technical, educational reference. 
Prepared as a historical project by members of the 


Central Electric Railfans’ Association, working with- 
out salary in the interests of the subject as a hobby. 


the street railway properties of Lafayette and 
Marion, the numerous lines in northern Indiana, 
and a number of scattered small railways not 
otherwise previously included. 

While the volume of detail material presented 
here should be apparentto the most casual read- 
er, the editors make little claimto completeness. 
Rather it is hoped that the selection of informa— 
tion presented will provide an overall impression 
of the one-time importance of electric railways 
tothe commerce of Indiana. In reading this book, 
it should be borne in mind that NONE of the lines 
described are now in operation as such; further- 
more, most of them have been out of service for 
nearly twenty years atour publication date. 

For information on electric railways of south- 
ern Indiana, please refer to CERA Bulletin 101. 
Future bulletin work will continue the story into 
northern Indiana, but the next publication will 
deal with Michigan's traction lines. Contribu- 
tions of material are welcomed and should be 
addressed to the Publication Director, CERA.

UNION TRACTION COMPANY OF INDIANA 


HISTORICAL: 

No name could have been more correct, and yet, 
less explicit than Union Traction. In 1914 there 
were five companies of this name, widely scattered 
throughout the country. A dozen more had Union 
leading their corporate names and again as many 
led off with United. But that’s just what each was 
—a consolidation of small electric railway prop- 
erties to produce a strong and efficient operation 
under central management. In this report, Union 
Traction will be used in reference to the interurban 
and street railway traction empire centering at 
Anderson, Indiana, and more correctly known as 
Union Traction Company of Indiana at the close of 
its corporate life. 

Union Traction had its beginnings in one of the 
pioneer electric railway lines of the midwest, that 
between Anderson and Alexandria, Indiana. This 
first central Indiana line was promoted by a group 
of Anderson men, but less than two years after the 
first car bounced over the rural trackage north of 
Anderson a Philadelphia syndicate, Dolan-Morgan, 
became interested in the possibilities of a network 
of inter-city electric lines throughout the “gas belt,” 
so called for its valuable natural resource. This was 
mainly a district of thriving industrial towns spaced 
in the rich farm land north and east of Indianapolis. 
Steam railroads existed to link these towns, but 
service was slow and infrequent. Roads were crude 
and impassable in bad weather, but even on fine 
days cruising range of horse and buggy restricted 
farm commerce severely. The handy little traction 
cars could put the farmer and his produce within 
a couple of hours of lucrative city markets. 

Small wonder, then, that within a few years 
nearly every steam railroad in this area was par- 
allelled by a Union Traction line. By 1916 the sys- 
tem comprised a total of 410.3 route miles; in addi- 
tion, there were trackage rights over 93.5 miles of 
foreign interurban lines. City lines in Anderson, 
Marion, Muncie and Elwood totalled something 
over 44 miles at their greatest extent. Additional 
interurban routes surveyed and graded, but never 
railed, would have connected Anderson and EI- 
wood, Alexandria and Muncie, and Middletown 
and New Castle. 

WAY & STRUCTURES: 

It has been implied that some of the lines which 
became parts of Union Traction were built by in- 
dependent interests, but a large percentage of the 
system mileage was planned from the beginning 
according to Union Traction standards. Practically 


all tracks between corporate limits were built on 
private rights-of-way, varying in width from 22 to 
66 feet. The country traversed was nearly all flat 
or only gently rolling so that economical construc- 
tion, with little cut or fill, was accomplished. 

In typical trolley style, tracks were run thru the 
streets of towns and cities, the route usually lead- 
ing by the county courthouse via the main street. 
This situated the carriers ideally with respect to 
the commerce of the individual Hoosier towns, 
but later worked to a disadvantage by slowing 
schedules, imposing burdensome paving and ac- 
cident liability costs. In a few cases—Indianapolis, 
Ingalls, Pendleton, Muncie, Summitville, Orestes— 
relocations were made to improve running time or 
to remove a_ particularly sharp curve or other 
hazard. 

At the outset track was ballasted with gravel, 
but in later years cinders from company power 
houses were utilized. Rail was mostly 70 Ib. per 
yard. Various types of ties were tried, even some 
concrete-covered onés in an experimental installa- 
tion on the Middleton branch. 

Another use of concrete, as a collar around the 
butts of line poles, came to be a familiar sight on 
Union Traction and in many places will probably 
remain for years as a reminder of bygone days. 

The most notable structure was the long steel 
trestle over Deer Creek, just south of Marion on 
the line to Anderson. This was said to be the long- 
est and highest interurban bridge in Indiana. ‘There 
was a graceful concrete arch skew bridge over the 
Pennsylvania Railroad north of New Castle on the 
line to Muncie. Many of the original bridges were 
of through truss type. 

In 1913 the general territory was subjected to 
serious floods which washed out many a Union 
Traction bridge. Replacements were made with a 
standard design of deck-girder bridge, using re- 
inforced concrete abutments and piers replacing or 
adding to the earlier limestone slab foundations. 

Station facilities ran the usual gamut of inter- 
urban practice, from the pretentious four-track train 
shed at Muncie, the substantial brick buildings at 
Elwood and Kokomo, down to small frame build- 
ings as at Eaton and Fortville and store space as 
at Marion. In many cases the station building 
served also as living quarters for the agent and his 
family, besides having its ticket office, waiting 
room, freight, baggage and express facilities, and 
sometimes a whirring rotary converter substation. 
To complete the picture, there would often be a 
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spur track at right angle to the main in the street, 
connecting by a sharp radius curve. This spur would 
permit unloading of freight directly to teamsters’ 
wagons or to the freight house floor. Generally 
there was enough track on this spur to allow a pas- 
senger car to squeeze in with a freight trailer, to 
give an extra meeting point or to provide storage

space for an occasional special move. At strategic 
locations the station track layout was supplemented 
by a wye or loop—practically all Union Traction 
rolling stock was single-end. 
LINE AND POWER: 

Power was distributed to the cars by trolley with 
running rail return. Trolley voltage was 550 dc. 
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Organization of the complex corporate structure of this vast interurban empire 
shows its unusual activity in financial circles 


during the barely forty years of its life. 
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Cars 5, 11 and 12 were Anderson old-timers while #135 was 
recorded at Alexandria. String of four cars was at Elwood, 
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in early days but was gradually brought up to a 
standard of 650. Trolley construction was mostly 
direct type bracket suspension, except the earliest 
lines—Indianapolis-Muncie and Anderson-Marion— 
which used span wire construction. A stretch of 
second track between Lawrence and Post on the 
Indianapolis-Anderson line was strung with bracket 
construction while the adjacent original track used 
span wire suspension. Parallel feeders strung along 
the pole lines were required on almost all tracks, 
and in some cases these consisted of worn-out 
trolley wires, bunched together and supported from 
pole or cross arms. 

Union Traction generated its own power. Orig- 
inally there were small steam plants on almost 
every division, carry-overs from leased or pur- 
chased properties. There were such stations at Ea- 
ton, Portland, Winchester, Marion, Lafontaine, New 
Castle and a large main plant at Anderson. Besides 
powering the Muncie-Union City division, the Win- 
chester plant for many years supplied current to 
the Ohio Electric Railway line between Dayton 
and Union City. 

With the gradual enlargement of capacity at 
Anderson and the extension of high tension (15, 26 
and 30 kv.) transmission lines the other plants were 
shut down one by one. By 1923, the Anderson 
plant supplied the entire interurban and city sys- 
tem, and also fed the lines of the Traction Light 
and Power Company, a subsidiary utility furnish- 
ing electric energy to upwards of fifty towns and 
villages located on or near the traction lines. 

In the days before automatic substations, selec- 
tion of sites for power facilities was influenced by 
economy in operating personnel and first cost of 
building rather than by electrical efficiency, so it 
is not difficult to understand why substations were 
often placed in the same building with ticket offices, 
or else in power generating plants or in the build- 
ings of former generating plants. After Union Trac- 
tion was taken over by Indiana Railroad some auto- 
matic stations were acquired and they were situated 
strictly where they could do the most electrical 
good. 


CITY STREET CAR LINES: 

Union Traction operated local systems in Mun- 
cie, Anderson, Marion and Elwood. In 1921, Bir- 
ney type single truck safety cars replaced the old 
_ equipment in the three larger cities. The Elwood 
system was abandoned in 1924. 

Suburban service was provided between Marion 
and Jonesboro-Gas City (more than 6 miles) at the 
local 5c fare. 
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During the summer months crowds of people 
used Union Traction service to reach amusement 
parks on its lines, such as Mounds Park, near An- 
derson; Riverside Park, on a branch near Eaton; 
Matter Park in Marion; and Broad Ripple Park, 
north of Indianapolis. Fine specimens of the work 
of prehistoric mound-builders were undoubtedly 
saved from destruction when the company pur- 
chased Mounds Park; other mounds at the site had 
already been plowed up by industrious Hoosier 
farmers. 

The most important suburban operation of Union 
Traction was its Broad Ripple line, today the busy 
College Avenue line of Indianapolis Railways. This 
line, ten miles in length, was opened in September 
1894 and the first car was a single truck double- 
ender with closed vestibules, wood construction, 
and monitor roof. It was equipped with a whistle 
in addition to the usual gong, and sported a power- 
ful arc headlight. The road was financed by a Dr. 
Light, whose home stood, until 1922, on “Light 
Free Gravel Pike,” at a point now known as 63rd 
Street and College Avenue. Mind you, at that time 
Indianapolis extended only as far north as about 
Sixteenth Street; everything beyond was open 
country and Broad Ripple was the nearest town. 
The cars originally started north via Illinois Street, 
later via Central Avenue, and finally, after 1905, 
via College. 


Double truck cars came into use on the Broad 
Ripple line about 1899. At this time it was known 
as Broad Ripple Traction Company, and was single 
track beyond the city limits. About 1907, Union 
Traction took over the property and renamed the 
park “White City.” Both open and closed cars 
were assigned, and their dashers were painted 
white with “White City” lettered in black in an arch 
over the headlight. But a disastrous fire overtook 
the park and demolished most of the rolling stock, 
so, in 1909, ten new cars were acquired. These 
were steel sheathed and had unusually deep buffer 
channels for protection in event of collision with 
high floor interurbans. 


As the city limits extended north the Broad Rip- 
ple Line became part of the Indianapolis Street 
Railway, in accordance with terms of an agreement 
between the interurban and local company. The 
last section of line north of 46th Street was pur- 
chased by the street railway in 1926 and the steel- 
clad rolling stock was later used on Marion-Gas 
City, Anderson-North Anderson, Anderson-Mounds, 
and Eaton-Riverside runs.

Most deluxe city-suburban 
equipment of Union Traction's 
fleet were the six Cincinnati- 
built cars numbered 207-212. 
Joining UT in 1913, they were 
first assigned to the Indiana- 
polis-Broad Ripple run. After 
this branch was taken into the 
Indianapolis Street Railway 
under the terms of the Trac- 
tion Terminal ordinance, the 
200s were reassigned to the 
Brookside line in Indianapolis. 
Later they returned to Union 
Traction and were uSed in sub- 
urban service between An- 
al derson-North Anderson and be- 
tween Marion-Gas City. 


One of the predecessors of the predecessors of Union 
Traction was the Indianapolis & Broad Ripple 

Rapid Transit Company, an 1890 corporation that was 
in receivership by 1897 and became the Broad 

Ripple Traction Company. Later equipment provided 
by Union Traction included unusual double-truckers 

like #182 and #205.

As part of the 
terms of UT's franchise, the interur- 
ban surrendered its Broad Ripple line 
to the Indianapolis Street Railway. 


Marion to Gas City and Jonesboro was another 
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CONDUCTING TRANSPORTATION: 

A system as large and with as many scattered 
terminals as Union Traction was, of course, op- 
erated on a divisional basis. There were five di- 
visions: Tipton, Anderson, Marion, Muncie and 
Indianapolis. Each had a superintendent respon- 
sible for everything in his territory. Operating time- 
tables and crew assignments, however, were not 
separated this way, but were terminal to terminal 
just the way the cars ran. 

Train operation and dispatching followed closely 
the standard code, scheduled trains proceeding by 
timetable authority, with right of class (but not 
direction). Freights were second-class or extra. 
Train orders were issued directly to train crews by 
telephone, over company wires carried on the pole 
lines. Telephones were carried on cars, to be 
plugged in to jack boxes at fixed locations, and in 
addition certain locations had fixed phone booths, 
generally where register books were kept. 

In the early days, phone booths were fitted with 
a semaphore mechanism which could be operated 
to display a horizontal arm when the dispatcher 
wished to stop a train to issue orders. The arm 
was reset manually by the train crew upon taking 
the order. This remote control system proved un- 
reliable and expensive to maintain, in fact, it could 
not be depended upon to protect train movements 
and was only used as an adjunct to the regular 
train order dispatching. Soon after 1910 the sem- 
aphores were discontinued and their function as- 
sumed by train orders of the form: “Train 86 re- 
port at Castle.” 

With very little double track the dispatching 
system was called upon to work efficiently and ac- 
curately in order to move the vast amount of traffic 
Union Traction had captured. Automatic block sig- 
nals were installed about 1913 between Indianapolis 
and Anderson, Indianapolis and Tipton, and Sum- 
mitville and Marion. In the 1920’s they were added 
between Anderson and Daleville and there was 
signal protection while on tracks of the Indiana 
Service Corporation between Logansport and Lo- 
gansport Junction. 

A very busy stretch of single track was that be- 
tween Marion and Gas City, with frequent sub- 
urban service sandwiched between the hourly in- 
terurbans, many of which were in two sections. 
But the Indianapolis-Anderson line probably car- 
ried more traffic than any other out of Indianapolis, 
with two-car trains and second-sections daily oc- 
currences. On this division, part of the section be- 
tween Indianapolis City Limits and Spring Valley, 


junction of the branch to Fort Harrison, was double 
tracked during World War I, and developed a 
heavy suburban business that lasted throughout its 
life. 

Connecting as it did with other traction com- 
panies at relatively small cities, such as Bluffton, 
Peru, and Union City, it was logical that through 
operation of passenger and freight trains should 
have been considered to permit traffic to move be- 
tween the large centers of commerce without 
change of cars. An early plan called for cars through 
from Indianapolis to Dayton, Ohio, via Union Trac- 
tion to Union City, Ohio Electric to Dayton, but 
this route was made ineffective by the more direct 
and faster THI&E—Dayton & Western route via 
Richmond. 

It was expected that a lucrative through traffic 
between Indianapolis and Chicago could even- 
tually be developed via connecting traction rails— 
Union Traction to Peru, Winona Interurban Rail- 
way to Goshen, Chicago South Bend & Northern 
Indiana Railway to South Bend or Michigan City 
and Chicago Lake Shore & South Bend Railway to 
the Windy City. However, this route proved too 
long and slow (it was at least 50 miles out of the 
direct route) so each of the principal traction lines 
developed a connecting thru service with a different 
intersecting steam road, chosen to give the best 
and fastest haul. Union Traction’s best advertised 
steam connection for Chicago was through Peru 
and then the C.C.&L. Ry. (now Chesapeake & 
Ohio), and at times excursions were operated with 
round trip fares between Indianapolis and Chicago 
as low as $2.50—less than kc per mile. 

A traction connection was established with the 
Winona Interurban Railway at Peru about 1910 
and a through train, the Winona Flyer, soon began 
operating two round trips daily, leaving Indian- 
apolis at 7:00 AM and 5:00 PM and Goshen at 
6:40 AM and 12:15 PM. Running time was a little 
more than 5 hours. Rolling stock of this train was 
furnished by either company on a cost division 
basis. For many years Winona assigned one of its 
two parabolic-end Windsplitter type cars to this 
service. These cars were actually part of the order 
built for the Honeybee division of Union Traction, 
diverted to Winona before delivery, and are de- 
scribed in detail elsewhere. 

When Winona replaced them with a light 
weight type steel car in 1926, there is said to have 
been some dispute as to the suitability of this car 
for the through service and the operation was 
terminated. 
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Since Union Traction's first routes 
were short ones, Seldom more than 
20 miles in length, it was to be ex- 
pected that early car designs would 
be small, light and slow. Car 44 
(upper left) was built by Stephenson 
for Muncie Hartford & Ft. Wayne 
and probably wound up 
as one of the 229s. 
Others are Barney & 
Smith, except for 
224, a Niles product 
that wound up as

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A more fortunate through schedule, between In- 
dianapolis and Fort Wayne via Peru and also via 
Bluffton (two routes), was instituted in conjunc- 
tion with the predecessors of the Indiana Service 
Corporation before 1910, and this wise arrange- 
ment continued in successful operation to the end. 
Another and much smaller joint operation per- 
mitted Union Traction cars to reach the center of 
Logansport via Indiana Service Corporation tracks 
from a junction with U-T at a point about 2.4 miles 
east of town, and of course, it was necessary for 
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Union Traction to operate its trains over tracks 
of the Indianapolis Street Railway within the cor- 
porate limits of Indianapolis. 

The through operation on the two lines between 
Indianapolis and Fort Wayne is worthy of more 
detailed examination. Where else in the annals of 
traction history, replete with friction between dif- 
fering managements and continuous strife to beat 
out or buy out the other fellow, can one find a 
similar example of two companies of such size 
successfully serving the public with fast and con- 
venient through service over routes totalling more 
than 100 miles each for a period of more than 
thirty years? 

The Hoosierland limiteds via Bluffton, running 
98 of the 125 miles on Union Traction tracks, were 
U-T’s show, while the Wabash Valley Flyers via 
Peru, on Union Traction rails for 76 of the 135 miles 
of this route, gave ISC a chance to strut. And 
didn’t they do a bang-up job of it, especially after 
1923 on the Bluffton line, when parlor-buffet cars 
Indiana and Purdue undertook to give folks that 
something-extra? And after the Anthony Wayne 


and Little Turtle tackled the same job with gusto 
on the Peru route? The parade of fine Union Trac- 
tion trains displayed at Traction Terminal, Indian- 
apolis, was really something to behold, a never-to- 
be-forgotten scene of suave luxury bravely pre- 
sented by traction companies that probably should 
have been concentrating on building up a carload 
freight traffic. 

Union Traction had three general classes of pas- 
senger trains: Locals, making all town and country 
stops on signal; expresses, making town stops only; 
and limiteds, stopping only at larger towns and 
cities, usually at county seats. 

In addition to the Hoosierland and Wabash Val- 
ley Flyer, other famous Union Traction limiteds in- 
cluded: the Marion Flyer, between Indianapolis 
and Marion: the Kokomo Traveler, between Indian- 
apolis and Logansport up till about 1926; and the 
Muncie Meteor, between Indianapolis and Muncie, 
via New Castle. Chair car and buffet service was 
tried out on these limiteds in early days, but grad- 
ually boiled down to the two hotshots already 
discussed. Seats on these cars were reserved and 
a charge of about 2c per mile in addition to the 
regular fare was made. 

The usual types of interurban freight service 
were given—way freights with single box motor 
car distributing L-C-L and picking up milk and 
produce, Shanned freights with box motor and box 
trailers loaded with L-C-L solid to break bulk at 
various important on-line and off-line points, and 
even work motors (flat car with cab) used as loco- 
motives. There was general interchange of inter- 
urban trail cars with all companies in the Central 
Electric Railway Association territory, which ex- 
tended throughout Indiana, Ohio, and Michigan, 
but there was very little interchange of carload 
lots with steam railroads. The limitation was largely 
imposed by sharp curvature and clearance restric- 
tions through towns, ‘which for steam-road inter- 
change purposes, broke Union Traction down into 
short segments, too brief to be of value to this class 
of commerce. However, the traction companies de- 
veloped their own interchange to the maximum 
and there were some outstanding through freight 
trains, such as the Cannonball between Indian- 
apolis and South Bend, and the Aeroplane between 
Indianapolis and Detroit. 

Original passenger cars of Union Traction did 
not have baggage compartments but these were 
rebuilt to provide this space and it was then pos- 
sible to offer a very fast express service to all points 
on the lines. This service, available on all trains, 
gave a channel for express every hour or two. 
With the passing of the interurbans this desirable 
facility has also departed, as successor services are 
not able to duplicate the convenience.

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SHOPS & EQUIPMENT: 

The main shop of the Union Traction system 
was located at Anderson, and was equipped to do 
everything from light inspection to car building 
and rebuilding. When one examines the roster with 
its many notes about rebuilding there is no doubt 


that Anderson shop was a very busy plant through- 


out its life. The first interurban cars were all 
lengthened and strengthened here. Control equip- 
ment and trucks were changed to permit faster 
and better operation. Parlor-buffet cars Indiana 
and Purdue were practically rebuilt from the 
ground up here. The truck shop could duplicate 
any casting or forging. The machine shop was one 
of the most comprehensive in the country. The 
mill shop could work anything from cabinets to 
bridge timbers. 

Small inspection shops were maintained at 
Marion, Elwood, Muncie and Tipton and _ addi- 
tional storage barns at Winchester, Eaton and Or- 
chard Avenue. Outdoor inspection was done at 
terminals, especially at Traction Terminal, Indian- 
apolis. 

Union Traction had a big fleet of wooden inter- 
urban and city cars. According to Charles L. Henry, 
sparkplug of the original Anderson-Marion line, the 
first interurban cars were purchased from the Bar- 
ney & Smith Car Company. They had been built 


in April, 1896, for the Columbia & Maryland Rail- 
way, but owing to financial difficulties of this en- 
terprise they remained in the Dayton shops until 
bought by Henry. They later became trailers. 

Practically all of the bigger carbuilders were 
represented in the Union Traction roster, and there 
seemed to be no preference, except for an interval 
when almost all equipment was bought from the 
Cincinnati Car Company, then controlled by allied 
fiscal interests. 

A standard design of car was evolved, about 60 
ft. in length, with baggage, smoking and general 
compartments, single end. New cars were built 
to this plan and old ones revamped to it. Wood 
cars operated singly or with trailers, although most 
were re-equipped with HL control. Steel cars 
operated singly, or in trains up to three cars, mul- 
tiple unit or with trailers. 

A very unusual type of interurban car was placed 
in service on the Indianapolis New Castle & Toledo 
Electric Railway when its first train ran in June, 
1910, between Indianapolis and New Castle. These 
cars, built by Jewett, were standard in arrangement, 
but the motorman occupied a compartment that 
was parabolic in floor plan. This front end was 
based on 1904 tests for a streamlined design that 
were made on Union Traction lines, and gave the 


cars the nickname Windsplitters. The rear end had 
conventional rounded contour, so as it turns out, the 
cars were actually streamlined backwards, that is, 
they would have been capable of higher speed in 
reverse direction! Similar cars on the Winona In- 
terurban up at Warsaw, Indiana, and on the Stark 
Electric at Canton, Ohio, were the only others of 
the kind built. When, in 1912, Union Traction took 
over the Honeybee Line, as the New Castle road 
was affectionately known, the Windsplitters were 
used in general assignment with other wood equip- 
ment on local runs. They were not especially fast, 
but their racy design, headed by a magnificent 
curved-glass motorman’s window, always attracted 
attention. 

Union Traction early realized the value of the 
steel car both in safety and economy of operation, 
but with such a vast investment tied up in road 
and old equipment (more than $22,000,000) it was 
not easy to make a wholesale replacement. How- 
ever, the 400 series of ten cars built in 1913 were 
among the first all-steel interurbans. Then, in 1925, 
came fifteen handsome all-steel cars of the 427 
group, quite generally regarded as one of the most 
pleasing designs of interurban ever to roll. A dis- 
astrous head-on collision at Alfont in 1924 due to 
a misunderstanding of train orders emphasized the 
need of steel cars, but also made it still more dif- 
ficult to obtain them, as the damage claims bled 
the company white. 

Union Traction was ever on the alert for a good 
bargain on the second-hand equipment market, 
either for city or interurban service. Many attrac- 
tive and serviceable units found their way to cen- 
tral Indiana thus, including cars from the Grand 
Rapids Holland & Chicago Railway, the Kentucky 
Traction & Terminal Company and the Indian- 
apolis & Cincinnati Traction Company. As new cars 
and second-hand ones arrived, old wood equip- 
ment was not retired usually, but instead was de- 
moted a rank or two, to freight or service duty. 

In city equipment, too, Union Traction resorted 
to just the right amount of standardization to per- 
mit uniform operation and simplify maintenance 
of the kind of items that wear out rapidly. Single 
and double truck open and closed car bodies rep- 
resenting many car-builders were used. All in all, 
Union Traction yards and barns were always well- 
worth checking over. There was always plenty of 
variety and usually something you hadn’t seen be- 
fore tucked away in back someplace. If you were 
especially lucky you might even find Martha, 
official business car, usually indicating a visit from 
Mr. Brady (Union Traction’s President). 
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Muncie & Portland Traction Company 
struck off on a slight variation in 
car design in this 1904 Cincinnati Car 
Company product. Five were built 
and remained with UTC when it took 

over the Portland line. They were 
renumbered, however, and #103 shown 
here became UTC #418. 
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In general the wooden cars were not assigned to 
any particular division. One exception was 416, 
which was used on the Fort Harrison run. The 226 
was used for short trippers out of Muncie and 410- 
415 are said to have been mainly kept on the New 
Castle line, though they occasionally showed up 
elsewhere. The Middletown branch was assigned 
227, a low-floor semi-steel car which could not be 
used on a line on which standard height cars also 
operated. 

On November 28, 1925, the new steel cars were 
assigned, 427 to 433 to the Tipton Division and 
434 to 441 to Indianapolis-Muncie-Fort Wayne 
service, but these assignments were not kept for 
any length of time. 

Between 1918 and 1925 the 400 to 409 series 
were used on the two Fort Wayne routes, with one 
car set aside for the Marion Flyer. When the 427 
series came they took over these runs and the 400’s 
were put on the Anderson-Marion stretch. Cars 
generally did not run through to Wabash, a shuttle 
from Marion handling this light branch. While 
these were the normal assignments, they were not 
rigid and dispatchers did not hesitate to send the 
400’s and 427’s out on the Elwood, Union City, 
Portland or any other branch when it would round 
out the mileage or cover some unforseen pinch. 

Originally all Union Traction interurban cars 
were painted a dark green but a deep red was 
chosen as the new color in 1921 and repainting 
began with 403 and 405 which were promptly 
assigned, for a while, 403 to the Muncie Meteor 
and 405 to the Hoosierland. 

Among the old city cars the conglomeration was 
almost deafening. Some of the second-hand single- 
truckers were originally battery cars equipped with 
Diehl 125 volt motors and Cutler-Hammer control. 
Practically all the single truck cars were put into 
storage between 1921 and 1923 when Birney type 
single truck steel safety cars replaced them, and 
the old timers were scrapped at Anderson by Price- 
Watson Company in 1929. Of the double truck 
cars, all but 207 to 212 and 218 were scrapped in 
1929 and 1930. The remainder were assigned to 
Anderson-North Anderson runs, except 218 which 
normally held down the Marion-Gas City service. 

It seems that the personalities of individual cars 
were much more important in freight operation and 
each car found a definite berth which was adhered 
to much more rigidly than most passenger car 
assignments. Thus, in 1924, Union Traction had the 
following listed freight motor duties:

The proper handling of passenger and freight 
interurban cars on the complicated Union Traction 
network must have been an intriguing problem— 
it surely had enough variables. 

TRAFFIC: 

Some aspects of the scope of Union Traction 
traffic have been touched upon under the heading 
CONDUCTING TRANSPORTATION. The com- 
pany was admirably situated for passenger, ex- 
press and freight traffic. Fort Wayne and Indian- 
apolis, the two largest cities in the state, were con- 
nected through its lines, and the system touched all 
the larger towns in the intervening region. 

The railway was constructed primarily as a pas- 
senger carrying system and there never was a doubt 
as to its superiority in ability to deal with the con- 
tinuous movement of small numbers of people 
over short distances, plus the elasticity needed to 
cope with periodic overloads and mass movements 
caused by holidays, conventions, school and other 
group movements. 

The development of express and freight traffic 
came at an early date. Freight motor cars, rebuilt 
from the earliest passenger equipment, were in 
regular operation before 1910. 

A contract was made with the United States Ex- 
press Company in 1909 for transportation of express 
on passenger trains. In 1914, this service was taken 
over by Wells, Fargo & Company, and still later 
by Union Traction itself, under the name of dis- 
patch freight. 

In late years interchanges with steam railroads 
were established at a few points; primarily for the 
movement of coal, gravel and similar low-grade 
commodities. For instance, coal for the company 
power house at Anderson was taken from the 
Nickel Plate Railroad at an interchange in Alex- 
andria. Near Orestes a large gravel pit on Union 
Traction delivered cars to the Nickel Plate via a 
nearby interchange. 

The center of L-C-L freight traffic was at Indian- 
apolis, where direct connections were made with 
the Interstate Public Service Company, the Terre

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Haute Indianapolis & Eastern Traction Company, 
and the Indianapolis & Cincinnati Traction Com- 
pany as well as with drayage firms for delivery to 
the many customers in the Capitol City. When 
Traction Terminal was completed in 1904, freight 
house and team track space was provided on the 
northwest quarter of the block bounded by Cap- 
itol, Market, Illinois and Ohio Streets. This be- 
came so congested within a few years that street 
traffic conditions became intolerable and the pas- 
senger trains were delayed by wagons and switch- 
ing. In the early 1920's the L-C-L freight volume 
had been built up far beyond the capacity of the 
downtown space and the interurbans went to- 
gether to secure a sizable tract of land in the in- 
dustrial area about one half mile from the Traction 
Terminal and here they built a modern freight 
house and yard. Both the ideally situated passenger 
and freight terminals remain today as valuable and 
busy terminals of motor carriers that replaced the 
interurbans. 

DECLINE: 

Again we have the old familiar story of the com- 
bination of factors leading to decline and eventual 
abandonment. Short haul passenger haulage, in 
which Union Traction excelled, actually diminished 
as commerce grew, because the private automobile 
could give a door-to-door service very difficult to 
duplicate by public carrier, railed or not. L-C-L 
freight, with its attendant high transfering and 
handling costs, was a natural for truck lines, with 
their comparatively light overhead costs. Bus com- 
petition, which was unregulated until the late 
1920's, and jitneys cut into traction revenues just 
when improvements in equipment and _ routing 
were most needed. 

Inability to make improvements soon became 
inability to maintain maintenance standards and 
dividends. As the spiral continued, gaining mo- 
mentum, Union Traction’s reputation and credit 
was not helped by an epidemic of train service 
accidents. Result: receivership to start out the 
year 1925. Quoting Electric Traction, November 
1925: 

“The usual receiver's program is to inaugurate 
economies from which a fund can be gradually 
accumulated out of earnings to improve the prop- 
erty. This process was too slow for Mr. Brady 
(President, then Receiver). He knew that long 
before such a program could be carried out the 
road would have passed into the realm of deceased 
institutions. Furthermore, on the basis of facts re- 


lating to the growth of the communities served 
he thought the Union Traction Company was en- 
titled to borrow money for new equipment. So he 
got it. Nearly half a million dollars of new capital 
for the purchase of new equipment was secured 
on car trust certificates.” 


The fifteen steel cars numbered 427-441 were the 
result of this program and they went into the deluxe 
limited service of the Hoosierland on Monday, 
October 26th, 1925, a gala occasion. 


Permission to abandon the never-profitable An- 
derson-Middletown branch was granted in 1925, 
after attempted improvements (better car, more 
service, special lower fare) failed to put it on a 
paying basis. During 1925, too, the Indiana Colum- 
bus & Eastern Traction line from Dayton to Union 
City was abandoned, ending an interchange that 
had kept the Muncie-Union City line out of the red. 


Electric railway capitalists were not blind to the 
trend, and Insull was evidently convinced that in- 
terurbans which could be made over for fast pas- 
senger limited service and steam road interchange 
could be profitable. The dream of a super-inter- 
urban system, a consolidation of all the electric 
railways of the central states suddenly, after all 
these years, seemed nearer to fulfillment than ever 
before. The financial difficulties that the interurbans 
were in offered a seemingly golden opportunity to 
buy them up at far below cost and still leave plenty 
of the credit that was then booming with an om- 
inous, but unheard, rumble. Yes, plenty of credit 
that could be used to obtain the needed improve- 
ments. 

As a preliminary to the consolidation deal the 
receiver was asked to secure abandonment of cer- 
tain clearly useless branches—those that could 
never fit into the super-interurban scheme. 

So it was that, on February 28, 1930, 
operations ceased on the Muncie-Union City 
division . And the last cars finally rolled over the 
Middletown branch, implementing the petition that 
had been granted five years sooner. Other petitions 
were on file pleading abandonment of the Kokomo- 
Logansport and Marion-Wabash. branches. With 
affairs in this state the property was sold to Mid- 
land United on July 2, 1930, and became Indiana 
Railroad, to be beset with a whole new chain of 
circumstances leading to gradual demise. So passed 
Union Traction into history. The super-interurban, 
as far as Central Indiana was concerned, didn’t 
quite make the grade.

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From a performance standpoint, the 427-class were representative ofinterurban equipment engineering 
thruout the period 1910-1930. Equipped with 4-125 hp motors and multiple-unit control, their 45-ton 
weight could be propelled at an average speed of a little better than 30 mph on the limited runs, or about25 
mph average speed on localruns. Considering the fairly frequent stops for railroad crossings, passing on 
single track, the lengthy stretches of city street running and the number of passenger stops to be made, this 
called foratop speed of 55-60 mph and an acceleration rate of 1.5 mphps for the first 25-30 mph. Of course 
even faster top speeds were attained, but only under unusually favorable conditions of line voltage, grades 
and with the help of a tail wind. Train operation occasionally demanded two motor cars, or rarely, three.

Union Traction began its freight 
business with small box motors 
which were very Similar in ap- 
pearance to its passenger Cars.

Suggestions Acted Upon by the General Board 


That Polk milk station at Fortville be asked to take care 
of exhaust steam from the station, as it completely ob- 
structs the view of the track. 

That a stairway be built at the south end of the Ander- 
3on power house for the convenience of coal men. 

That loose rails be not carried on work cars, as in case 
of collisions or serious accident the results might be disas- 
trous. This applies to loose rails being carried on the cars 
to weight them down. 

That folding fenders be placed on a city car in Elwood to 
prevent boys from riding on the fenders as they do on the 
present fenders. 

That the company have new posters printed with several 
suggestions pertaining to safety of shop men or other em- 
ployees working in or about cars and engine rooms, the 
general safety board to decide what suggestions would be 
best for such posters. 

That oil boxes, bull-rope boxes and trolley pickups be 
sealed, and that one man be appointed at the shops to 
replace material when the seals are broken. 

That double whistle signals be sounded at all obscure 
country crossings. 

That, as passengers open the rear outside doors of pay- 
as-you-enter cars while conductors are flagging railroads or 
throwing block lights, signs be placed on the doors, reading 
“Passengers must not open these doors.” 

That something be done to keep children from playing 
on bridge abutments. 

That compulsory stops be established at certain desig- 
nated points, to be made by all cars before crossing streets. 


Suggestions Acted Upon by Local Committee 


That air pressure in auxiliary reservoir be tested each 
day in cold weather on all cars equipped with HL control. 

That the foot gong in Car No. 251 be placed near the 
brake staff, so that it can be more easily used. 

That two barrels of salt water be put at the Anderson 
freight house for use in case of fire. 

That there be four windows cut in the oil-house base- 
ment for ventilation. 

That grab handles and stirrups be placed on all corners 
of freight trailers for the safety of trainmen in placing 
flags, and also to make it more convenient to get on after 
leaving the train to flag crossings and throw switches, etc. 

That a trespass sign be placed at the north end of White 
River bridge, and the one at south end be restenciled. 

That a better system of car inspection be had before ac- 
cepting cars from foreign lines at places where cars are 
accepted from other companies. 

That shrubbery which obstructs the view on the south side 
of the track east of Brightwood Avenue be cut. It is under- 
stood that permission was secured at one time to keep this 
cut. 

That a bulletin calling attention to fire hazard be reissued 
and read at meetings of all local safety committees. 

That all trainmen bleed air tanks when leaving cars at 
the end of a run on account of air lines freezing and causing 
delay, and that the transportation department place bul- 
letins at all division points, calling trainmen’s attention to 
this help for better service. 

That all grab handles be made tight in sockets, so that 
they cannot turn.

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MARION-KOKOMO-FRANKFORT: 

In 1895 the Kokomo & Greentown Street Rail- 
way was incorporated. In 1902 the city lines in 
Kokomo were in operation and the name of the 
company was changed to Kokomo Marion & Wes- 
tern Traction Company. The Kokomo-Greentown 
section began service in the fall of 1903 and the 
line opened to Mariontwo years later. For a time 
in 1908, thruservice was operated with the con- 
necting Marion Bluffton & Eastern Traction 
Company, but this was shortly discontinued. 

Contracts were let in 1911 for construction 
from Marion to Frankfort, after several years 
of financing andmaneuvering. The line was open- 
ed on September 18, 1912. In December of that 
year the operating name was changed to Indiana 
Railways & Light Company, which later became 
the Northern Indiana Power Company. 

The traction line was separated from the util- 
ity in the reorganization which accompanied the 
formation of the Indiana Railroad and became 
one of the wholly-owned IR lines. 

Operation was now changed to an unusual ‘'L”’ 
shaped route from Frankfort thru to Anderson, 
via Marion, a route of operating convenience 
rather than a desire line of travel. Of the 54 
pieces of rolling stock acquired with the proper- 
ty, Indiana Railroad saved only locomotive 402, 
which remained in service as IR 754 until 1939. 
The city lines in Kokomo were abandoned early 
in 1932, while the interurban quit that June 30th.

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FORT WAYNE: 

Transit service began in Fort Wayne in 1871 
with the mule cars ofthe Citizens Street Railway. 
After several reorganizations, the property, by 
then known as the Fort Wayne Electric Railway 
Company, was electrified in 1893. Two indepen- 
dentlines, the C.L. Centlivre Street Railway and 
electrified in 1894 and 1900, respectively. In 
1904 the city property was taken over by the in- 
terurbanto form the Fort Wayne & Wabash Val- 
ley Traction Company and so it remained thru 
the change to Ft. Wayne & Northern Indiana Tr. 
Co. and then to Indiana Service Corporation. The 
latter embarked on an extensive modernization 
in the middle 1920s; this brought complete re- 
placement of car equipment with modern light- 
weight steel single truck and double truck cars. 
Italso brought consolidation of car barn facilities 
in the construction of the outstanding Spy Run 
shops and operating station. This was a marvel 
of electric railway plant that brought study of 
traction men thruout the country. 

Altho the interurban lines were transferred to 
Indiana Railroad operation in 1930, the Ft. Wayne 
system was kept directly under ISC. Some con- 
versions and extensions were made with motor 
andtrolley buses, but the principal car lines re- 
mained until 1946. Now the transit system was 
separatedfrom the utility and Ft. Wayne Transit 
soon disposed of its best cars to Jacksonville 
(Florida), Atlantic City (New Jersey) and Corn- 
wall (Ontario). ; 


FT. WAYNE-LAFAYETTE-BLUFFTON: 

A network of interurban railways out of Fort 
Wayne was inspired by the success of city lines 
in that city. First came an interurban between 
Peru and Wabash, followed by an additional line 
practically every year as new companies built 
connecting routes. Consolidation into one impor- 
tant company came with the formation of the Fort 
Wayne & Wabash Valley Traction Company. Thru 
running arrangements worked out with the Union 
Traction Company provided Indianapolis - Fort 
Wayne service via both Bluffton (125 miles) and 
via Peru (135 miles). Luxurious wooden equip- 
ment, some with buffet service, was acquired for 
these runs. 


A tragic headon collision at Kingsland in 1910 
ledto reorganizationas the Ft. Wayne & Northern 
Indiana Traction Company in 1911. Expansion of 
the utility end of the business led to another re- 
organizationin 1920 as the Indiana Service Cor- 
poration. Another serious wreck in this period 
hastened the development of designs for steel 
equipment and also resulted in rebuilding of the 
better wooden cars. The company’s shops and its 
capable mechanical staff were noted for their ex- 


cellence and produced several outstanding de- 
signs culminating inthe luxurious Wabash Valley 
Flyer cars. 

The route from Ft. Wayne to Lafayette parallel- 
ed the Wabash River andfor part of the distance 
it was built on what had been the towpath of the 
Wabash & Erie Canal, an extremely winding way. 


The operating timetable listed no less than 17. 


areas of the Peru-Ft. Wayne segment where speed 
was restricted severely by curvature and between 
curves there was rarely more than a few hundred 
feet of tangent track. 

The unusual Y-shaped route extending north- 
ward from Ft. Wayne to Kendallville and Water- 
loo was built as the Toledo & Chicago Interurban 
Railway. This confusing name seems to have been 
inspired by its promoters’ plan to link it with 
other proposed routes to form a branch connect- 
ing Ft. Wayne with a Toledo-Chicago main line. 
These grandiose plans led to adoption of the 
3300 v ACtrolley system which would be suitable 
for transmission of power at low cost over long 
distances. However, as in the case of the neigh- 
boring Ft. Wayne & Springfield Railway, since the 
cars had to run over the street railway lines to 
reach downtown Ft. Wayne, it was necessary to 
equip them with all the control devices nec- 
essary to the 600 v DCtrolley system as well as 
those for 3300v AC, and this resulted in a com- 
plex, heavy, slow car. 

The company was reorganized in 1912 under 
the more realistic, yet still optimistic, name of 
Ft. Wayne & Northwestern Railway andin No- 
vember 1913 the 3300 v system was replaced with 
conventional 600 v DC. New motors and controls 
were applied to the oldcars witha very substan- 
tial reduction in weight and in operating costs, 
but not before a lot of structural weakening had 
occurred in the old bodies. In the nextfew years 
the line came under the control of the Indiana 
Service Corporation and a new lightweight car 
design was developed. Ten were ordered from 
St. Louis Car Company, six were placed on the 
Ft. Wayne Van Wert & Lima Traction and the 
remaining four were assigned to the Waterloo- 
Kendallville line in 1924. Altho built for two-man 
operation, they were easily revamped for one- 
man service, which began on August 3, 1928. Pilot 
model for this conversion was car 327, not ac- 
tually one of the ISC steels, but a rebuild of the 
former Ft. Wayne & Decatur #103. 

Indiana Service Corporation exerted operating 
management,-either directly or indirectly, over 
the Ft. Wayne & Decatur Traction Co., the Fort 
Wayne -Lima Railroad and (in the 1930s) the Mar- 
ion & Bluffton Traction Company. ISC’s system 
of interurban lines was leased to Indiana Rail- 
road in July 1930.

Neat is the right word with which to describe Indiana Service 
Corporation’s city equipment in Ft. Wayne. Showing just the 
right amount of big city influence, coupled with small town in- 
genuity, Ft. Wayne was well ahead of other cities of its size in 
providing the best in transit equipment and service. 

Here we have #513 in its original ‘‘sand’’ color in 1928 and, 
above it is #539, pictured in 1938.

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The wonderful Spy Run shops of Indiana 
Service Corporation were the mar- 

vel of their day. Built in 1925-1926, they 
were the finest of any property 

of the small size of Ft. Wayne, and

The rear (west) building contained eight-track overhaul 
and paint shop. To the left in view above can be seen 
the main storehouse. 

The front (east) building, shown below, contained four- 

track city carhouse, inspection and wash shop, with 

administration offices and trainmen's quarters. 
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Adjacent to its north was a 24-track storage yard, 
each track feeding into a ladder to the east. 16 of 
these tracks, each about 300 ft. in length, also 
connected to a ladder across the west end of the 
yard. A separate ladder connected across the east 
end of the back shop. Many other tracks connected 
to the power house and other smaller buildings.

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BLUFF TON--GENEVA 

As the interurban networks of Indiana and Ohio 
took shape, a number of promoters eyed the 
gaps which might link the two states to permit 
long thru runs. Such a proposition inspired the 
formation of the Bluffton Geneva & Celina Trac- 
tion Company with the objective of connecting the 
Fort Wayne & Northern Indiana Traction lines 
at Bluffton with the Western Ohio Railway sys- 
tem at Celina, Ohio. Construction began in May 
1909. The Bluffton-Vera Cruz section began 
operation by steam power the following Decem- 
ber. In February 1910 operation was extended 
to Geneva and electrified. Some further grading 
was done, butadditional bonds needed to finance 
other work found no market. 

Starting from a small country town and ex- 
tending to what amounted to nothing more than 
ahamlet, the line could scarcely meet its costs 
and when the high scrap market of 1917-1918 
came along the road was dismantled. 


MARION - BLUFFTON: 

In 1904 the Marion & Eastern Traction Com- 
pany was incorporated by eastern capitalists to 
construct anelectric railway between Marion and 
Decatur, via Bluffton. Little was done until the 
Marion Bluffton & Eastern Traction Company 
was incorporated on May 6, 1905, whenconstruc- 
tion began. The line was completed between Mar- 
ion and Bluffton and opened for service Decem- 
ber 1; 1905. 

When the Kokomo Marion & Western Traction 
Company’s line was completed into Marion in 
September 1908, a thru service into Kokomo was 
tried, but this was not long-lived. 

Two years after construction, the company got 
into a dispute with the contractor who built it. 
This culminatedin an order of the state railroad 
commission requiring the company to lay new 
ties and reballast the line. 
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On July 7, 1912 a headon collision between a 
heavy closed car and a light open excursion car, 
near Marion, placed the company in precarious 
straits, with both a loss of traffic and heavy 
damage claims. The receivership which followed 
ended in reorganization as the Marion & Bluffton 
Traction Company on July 1, 1914. 

In 1924 the company owned 33 miles of track, 
7 passenger and 2 freight cars. 

In 1925 the line came under the control of the 
Indiana Service Corporation. Some trips were 
scheduled thru between Marion and Fort Wayne, 
but this again did not prove a profitable desire 
line of passenger travel. Two light weight, one- 
man cars were purchased to cut operating costs. 
They were scarcely more than medium sized 
street car. 

Indiana Railroad System, as lessor of the Ind- 
iana Service Corporation, took over the opera- 
tion in 1930, but immediately set about to aban- 
don this unprofitable segment. Service ended on 
August 16, 1931.

FORT WAYNE-DECATUR;: 
The Fort Wayne & Springfield Railway was 
chartered July 2, 1903 to connect Ft. Wayne with 
the Ohio city, about 150 miles in all. Construction 
was pushed forward in 1906and the first 22 miles 
of line as far as Decatur was opened on Febru- 
ar ys2.01 90 ve 
With such an extensive plan it was logical for 
the engineers to select the promising new 6600 
volt AC trolley system which offered substan- 
tial savings in capital outlay for substations and 
feeders. Only catch was that the car equipment 
would be complex, bulky and heavy. It would also 
have to be fitted to run over the 600v DC lines of 
the street railways to reach downtown Ft. Wayne. 
After only a few years the line was in financial 
trouble. The short run offered light patronage 
and the car maintenance problem became unliv- 
able. Receivership came in September 1912 and 
with it came revised plans for extension south 
about 25 miles to Portland, Indiana. After about 
four miles of line were graded the plan petered 
out and nothing further came of it.

On December 2, 1915 the line was bought by 
S. W. Greenland, active in the management of 
the Ft. Wayne & Northern Indiana Traction Com- 
pany, and on July 1, 1916 it emerged as the Fort 
Wayne & Decatur Traction Company. 

Greenland ordered conversion of the road to 
the more modern 1200 v DC system and replace- 
ment of the 90,000 1b. wooden cars. One rotary 
substation was installed at the midway point and 
the second rail had to be bonded for the greater 
current return of the new system. A hitch in the 
program developed when the project was just 
about completed. The old power house caught 
fire and the line had to be shut down from 2 PM 
on a Saturday to the following Thursday in Jan- 
uary 1917. 

The original Niles-built cars had been equipped 
with bow trolley as well as the conventional 
trolley pole. Each car carriedatransformer and 
a compensator as well as grids for conventional 


FORT WAYNE-LIMA 


The Lima, Delphos, Van Wert & Fort Wayne 
Traction Company was incorporated in Ohio in 
1901 and by the spring of 1905 had completed 
construction from Lima westward to the Indiana 
state line. To build the line on the Indiana side, 
the Fort Wayne, Van Wert & Lima Traction Com- 
pany was organized in 1902. By early LOGS it 
had built as far as Monroeville. On April 1, 
the two companies were merged under the Indiana 
company’s name and the tracks were pushed on 
toa juncture on September 22, when the first car 
ran thru over the 64 mile interstate line. 

From the first, control of the railway was in 
the hands ofinterests operating the various seg- 
ments that formed the Ohio Electric Railway, and 


starting on DC. The revamped road had three 
St. Louis -built lightweights (59,100 1b each). Car- 
rying numbers 101-103, these cars were 48’-6"" 
long and 8’-9’’ wide and had 4-Westinghouse 307 
motors with HL control. Speed was 45 mph. The 
carbodies represented the most advanced think- 
ing of the day and were among the first interur- 
bans to feature sash with thin brass frames, 
which gave improved visibility. 

One express car was also fitted up with the 
1200 v DC motor and control system, similar to 
that on the passenger cars but geared for 35 mph: 

The coming of the hard road and cheap auto 
was more than this line could deal with andits 
abandonment came in 1927. 


One of the modern cars was rebuilt by Indiana 
Service Corporation into deluxe one-man car 
#327 while the other two were stored for about 
ten years at the Kendallville ISC barn.

in 1916 the Fort Wayne-Lima route was leased 
by the O.E. With the breakup of the O.E. in 1921, 
a receiver was appointed and the lease was ter- 
minated. 

Now the line came under the influence of the 
Indiana lines, with operating management the 
same as the Indiana Service Corporation. New 
light weight interurban cars were bought, identi- 
cal in design to some for ISC’s own lines north 
from Fort Wayne. With the formation of Indiana 
Railroad System in 1930, the Lima line was made 
an operated branch, but application was soon 
filed for abandonment. Operations ended June 30, 
1932. The six steel light weights were sold to 
Oklahoma Railway, where they served as one- 
man interurbans until the end of World War Il.

INDIANA RAILROAD SYSTEM: 

The background of the Indiana Railroad Sys- 
tem begins with the Alexandria-Anderson line of 
the Union Traction Company, placed in service 
in 1897, anddevelops with the growth of the net- 
work of interurban railways centering at Indian- 
apolis. Each of these companies built its own 
power plant and, as a side line, sold electrical 
energy for general commercial usage. Gradual- 
ly the utilities expanded until they overshadowed 
the railways. With the advent of the automobile 
and the paved ‘‘hard’’ road, the individual need 
for interurban service by rail diminished rapid- 
ly. Asamatter of self-preservation, the numer- 
ous traction companies were forced to plan con- 
solidation as a means of reducing overhead and 
increasing efficiency. Attempts were made from 
1925 ontomerge the railways, but the objections 
of security holders, fearing the relative value of 
their holdings would not be protected, deadlocked 
proceedings until eventual receivership and bank- 
ruptcy of the principal companies enabled these 
claims to be liquidated. 

Finally, on July 2, 1930, agents for the Midland 
United Company, anInsull-managed holding com- 
pany, purchased from A. W. Brady, Receiver, 
the Union Traction Company of Indiana. The rail 
property was combined with that of connecting 
lines of the Northern Indiana Power Company, 
the Interstate Public Service Company (soon to 
be renamed the Public Service Company of Indi- 
ana) and the Indiana Service Corporation into an 
operating group calledthe Indiana Railroad Sys- 
tem. The power properties of these various un- 
derliers were similarly regrouped separately. 
The Fort Wayne-Lima Railroad subsidiary of the 
Indiana Service Corporation was placed under the 
Same management, altho it was notadvertisedas 


a part of the Indiana Railroad System. 
Thus was formed a consolidated system of al- 


most 800 miles of railway linking many of the 
principal cities of Indiana and Louisville, Ken- 
tucky, with a convenient outlet to Ohio points and 
Detroit. 

Officers of the new organization included: Sam- 
uel Insull, Chairman; S. Insull, Jr., Chairman of 
the Executive Committee; R. M. Feustel, Presi- 
dent; W. A. Sauer, V. P. Henry Bucher, V.P.& 
General Manager; C. W. Chase, Director; L. M. 
Brown, Genl. Supt. Interurban Lines. 

The new management took over on Friday, Au- 
gust lst, 1930. In September, abandonment of 72 
miles of weak branches took place, closing Ko- 
komo-Logansport, Marion-Wabash and Muncie- 
Portland. Negotiations for these changes had been 
carried out by the Union Traction Receiver with 
the authorities and were also a planned part of 
the saleterms. Atthis time the new company is- 
sued its first consolidated timetables. 

The consolidation plan was completed when the 
Terre Haute Indianapolis & Eastern Traction 
Company's property was acquired at a foreclos- 


ure sale on June 23rd, 1931 and was divided be- 
tween the Indiana Railroad and the Public Ser- 
vice Company of Indiana as follows: 

INDIANA RAILROAD: Railways: Indianapolis- 
Brazil; Indianapolis -Richmond; DunreithNew 
Castle; Richmond street railway; abandoned 
Indianapolis-Danville interurban. 

PUBLIC SERV. CO. of INDIANA: Railways: Bra- 
zil- Terre Haute-Paris (Illinois); street rail- 
way in Terre Haute; transmission lines along 
various interurban routes. 

This purchase brought all the interurban lines 
in centralIndiana under one management, except 
for the Indianapolis & Southeastern Railroad, 
which already had abandonment proceedings un- 
der way, andthe suburban Beech Grove Traction 
Corporation. It brought the system 175 miles 
of additional route, but piecemeal abandonments 
claimed most of the 20-mile shuttle lines by the 
middle of 1932, leaving acore of about 600 route 
miles which were operated right thru the worst 
of the depression years of the 1930s. 

Interurban railways in Indiana had been unusu- 
ally welldeveloped during the first decade of the 
twentieth century. Abundance of natural gas in the 
central part of the state spurred light industrial 
developmentand cheap power helped the traction 
companies provide the kind of service that had 
much to do with the attractiveness and prosperity 
of the farms and communities in the area. The 
picture, unfortunately, changed abruptly in the 
1920s. First the gas began to play out and then 
came the cheap auto. Of the two factors, the latter 
was undoubtedly the more serious as it invaded 
the special field of the interurban passenger 
railway by making each farmer and salesman 
commander of his own private interurban ‘‘bus’’ 

To offset the new competition, the interurbans 
had turned as best they could to the building of 
freight traffic, but this was not an easy field for 
them. Routes that had been built over streets to 
reach the courthouse square had sharp curves 
that wouldn’t pass interchange box cars and also 
had watchful residential neighbors that bitterly 
resented rumbling freights vibrating their win- 
dows. Business men complained about trains of 
more than 3 or 4 cars blocking downtown streets. 
Changes would be needed to overcome these re- 
strictions. 


In the passenger fieldit was felt that high speed 
operation could stay the ebbing of traffic to pri- 
vate autos, but the interurbans had built over 
streets from one edge to the other of intermedi- 
ate towns, they had sharp curves, light, rough 
track and power supplies inadequate for high per- 
formance cars. There was inadequate grade 
crossing protection, routes were mainly single 
track with normally-closed low-speed rigid- 
switch turnouts (many of them stub ended) into 
sidings not well located for fast schedules. 
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Despite these handicaps, the men of Indiana 
Railroad planned for an electric railway that 
would outdo the fine railroads that Insull’s people 
had made inthe last few years of the South Shore 
Line, North Shore Line and Aurora-Elgin. New 
rolling stock, substations, terminals, belt lines, 
heavy rail, double tracks, reduced grades and 
easier curves were all in the plans. Moderniza- 
tion began in the car equipment with an order of 
35 light weight high performance cars, 21 from 
Pullman and 14 from American Car & Foundry. 

The new cars were a further development of 
the basic designalready proved in service on the 
Cincinnati & Lake Erie Railroad, a 25-ton unit 
with low floor and 4-100 hp motors, fitted with 
much improved seats and arranged for one-man 
operation. 

As described in a take-one folder, in addition 
to the powerful motors, a streamlined exterior 
with rounded contours reduced wind resistance 
and added to speed. The high horsepower-per- 
ton ratio matched the following year in cars for 
the Philadelphia & Western Railway (still in op- 
eration at this writing), was not again tried in 
this country until the experimental Evanston ex- 
press cars of the Chicago Transit Authority 
were produced in 1955 and on 5 similar cars on 
order now for the CTA. 

A new schedule of air brake equipment was 
applied, using a self lapping brake valve and 
clasp brakes. In addition there were magnetic 
track brakes for emergency use. The main body 
of the car was built of aluminum alloys, and all 
possible finishing details, brackets and equip- 
ment cases were made of this light material, 
thus making a very low center of gravity which 
contributed to excellent riding qualities. 

The 14 ACF cars were equipped with a rear 
observation lounge section. Thick carpeting cov- 
ered the floor of this compartment, with a pattern 
blending artistically with the two-tone coloring of 
wall8 and ceiling. Several schemes were used to 
give variety between cars. Walnut tables and 
reading lamps were located between deeply up- 
holstered lounge chairs and a pair of tapestry 
divans. Narrow window posts and wide expanses 
of crystal clear glass afforded an uninterrupted 
view of the countryside. 

The rear third of the 21 Pullmans was fitted 
with additional coach seats, except for the rear 
platform which was arranged as a baggage com- 
partment, loaded from a folding rear side door. 

The cars were fully electrically heated and 
ventilation was supplemented by bulkhead-mount- 
ed circulating fans. Lighting operated from a 
32 voltbattery, inturn charged from a 600-v DC 
motor~-generator set. In this way the lights were 
kept independent of the noticeable fluctuations in 
trolley voltage, and an additional measure of 
comfort was assured in case of trolley dewire- 
ment. At passing points and remote tag ends of 
certain branches, it was not uncommon for line 
voltage to dip to 300 when cars started. 
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The average cost per car was about $28,000, 
which at the time was about four times the cost 
of an average home, and represented a total in- 
vestment ofnearlya million dollars in new cars. 

In addition to this about half a million was spent 
improving power facilities. At Bucy and at Pen- 
dleton new 850-kw (continuous at 625 v DC) rec- 
tifier stations built by Brown-Boveri were in- 
stalled. They were designed so that it was a 
simple matter to change them from the then-ex- 
isting 25-cycle power fed from Anderson power 
house to 60-cycle purchased power when that 
step of modernization came in 1937. A million 
pounds of copper, mostly salvaged from abandon- 
ed lines, was strung to reinforce power distri- 
bution along retained routes. 

Despite the excellent beginning, the new com- 
pany was too close to the pulse of the area not 
to be affected by the general business depression 
that persisted thru the 1930s and on June 28th, 
1933, Bowman Elder was appointed Receiver of 
Indiana Railroad. The other three utilities whose 
railroads comprised the System weathered the 
depression without court reorganization, due to 
the strength of their power business, rapidly 
growing now thru rural electrification. 

The Receiver was able to make numerous im- 
provements and economies. Hoped-for purchase 
of additional new cars was sidestepped by two 
alternative steps: a lot of 10 relatively new one- 
man light weights were bought from Cummings 
Car & Coach Company when returned to them by 
the intended purchaser, Northern Indiana Railway, 
upon abandonment of its lines out of South Bend; 
and, secondly, about 30 of the best steel hand-me- 
down cars of the predecessor companies were 
revampedas one mancars. The Northern Indiana 
cars, renumbered as IR 90s, proved economical 
and practical, but no comparison to the highspeeds 
ineither comfort or performance and found their 
best application on short runs out of Indianapolis 
and between Muncie and New Castle. They did 
some duty on the very long Indianapolis-Peru 
Ft. Wayne and Indianapolis-Dayton runs, however. 
The steels, tho really not very old, were of the 
solid heavy construction that was slow on the take- 
off and unwieldy in street traffic. Once under way, 
and given a run of several miles between stops, 
they could barrel along at 55-60 mph. 

As general business conditions improved in 
1935and 1936 the interurban enjoyed an encour- 
aging comeback, winding up the latter year with 
a little net income. Of course, labor rates were 
terribly low. A bulletin in 1934 indicates that, as 
of October lst that year, one-man operators re- 
ceived 41¢ per hour (after 3rd year), while mo- 
torman or conductors intwo-man service got 38¢ 
and brakemen, 31¢. Still, things looked good and 
the receiver purchased for junk the Richmond- 
Dayton, Ohio line of the Dayton & Western Trac- 
tion Company. D&Ws slow lightweights were not 
included in the deal, and on August 2, 1936, IR 
one-man heavies began running over D&W rails.

Skirting below 
side sills was removed for easier 
maintenance in late 1939. 
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However, in 1937 a turning point was reached. 
Labor strife came over the country generally. A 
strike was called by employee of the obsolete 25- 
cycle generating plant at Anderson, backed by the 
only-recently strengthened union of shop workers, 
city trainmen and some interurban operators. 
Shutdown of the plant tied up those portions of the 
road fed by the 25 cycle power. While at the end 
ofthe strike the boys got some raises, the high- 
er costs of operating the inefficient reciprocat- 
ing steam generators became unbearable. Re- 
placement was impractical and the final solution 
meant abandonment of the marginal Indianapolis - 
New Castle-Richmond-Dayton line and reshuffle 
of the better 60-cycle substation equipment to 
permit retention of the Indianapolis-Muncie- 
Ft. Wayne line, using purchased power. 

Up to this time Indiana Railroad was primarily 
a railroad operation, having disposed of all bus 
operations handed to it by predecessors except 
suburban Indianapolis-Franklin service and city 
lines in Anderson. Altho it was one of the first 
to have its own trucks, they were entirely in free 
pick-up-and-delivery service feeding the rail- 
way Less-than-Car-Load business. 

In 1938 however, the company began to yield 
to the pressures for conversion to bus. Traffic 
had fallen to levels from which recovery in the 
coming automobile economy would be impossible. 
Rather than go out of business entirely with al- 
mostathousandemployes, it was decided to take 
the step to buses and trucks. First to go was the 
Peru line. A final pressure was applied by the 
operations of the new Securities Exchange Act, 
with its death-knell for holding companies and 
enforced separation of power and railway opera- 
tions. Compliance liquidation of Midland United 
forcedabandonment of remaining rail operations 
in rapid order, the final blow falling January 19, 
1941 with closing the Ft. Wayne - Indianapolis- 
Seymour line, just a little too soon to cash in on 
the wartime boom in passenger traffic. 


Remaining was a single passenger car daily 
each way between Indianapolis and Seymour, op- 
erated by Public Service Company of Indiana as 
a token concession to an unbreakable right-of- 


way lease needed for distribution lines. Also re- 
maining were a few miles of track into Binkley 
mine, near Terre Haute and another few miles 
of rail near Sellersburg, on the Louisville line, 
operated by a newly-formed Southern Indiana 
Railway to reach a cement plant. 

On September 8, 1941 the lone daily passenger 
car on the Seymour line, thru analmostimposs- 
ible chain of errors, met the line car ona blind 
curve south of Columbus and thus abruptly pro- 
vided the lease-breaking situation that permitted 
its final abandonment. The Binkley mine closed 
in a few years after its resources were depleted. 
The Speeds-Sellersburg line has now been dies- 
elized, but remains in operation. 

Asa bus and truck operation, Indiana Railroad 
saw many additional changes and was finally 
dismembered and some portions absorbed into 
larger bus and truck companies. 

In the take-one folder issued upon the inaugu- 
ration of its new carsin July, 1931, the company 
outlined this policy: 

‘‘The investment of such large sums implies a 
substantial faith in the future of the territory 
served...the company feels that the public needs 
and desires this type of fast, economical trans- 
portation, and it is their aim to furnish it. 

‘*The active support ... of the public along these 
lines will make it possible to maintain...the ex- 
cellent service now being introduced. 

*‘Service on some lines forming a portion of the 
Indiana Railroad System has been discontinued, 
a step made necessary by lack of patronage from 
the various towns thru which the interurbans op- 
erated. 

‘*‘The lines between Indianapolis, Louisville 
and Ft. Wayne and other main lines connecting 
principal cities of the state will be continued, 
developedto the utmost and operated for so long 
as they continue to receive whole-hearted sup- 
port from the communities they serve.’’ 

Indiana Railraod lived up to both the letter and 
spirit of this statement, and altho the rails are 
gone today, its decade of existence will always 
remain a treasured memory among railfans. 
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Until the high speeds 
were delivered late 
in 1931, some of the 
wooden equipment of 
predecessor compan- 
ies was uSed by Indi- 
ana Railroad. Shown 
here are ex-THI&E 
#72, ex-UTC #273, 
413 and 272. 


A few interesting transportation department bulletins. 
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Indiana Railroad had takenall parlor cars 
out of regularly scheduled service by 
1932, butthe UTC cars shownhere, IN- 
DIANA and PURDUE (below) were re- 
tained in operable condition for special 
party service until the fall of 1936, when 
they, too, were retired. 
Actually, the need for parlor cars had 
ended as the high speed observation- 
lounge cars offered more comfortable 
accommodations at no extra fare. For 
special parties, car 55 (which had been 
rebuilt into a full-length lounge) was 
also available. 
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Possibly the pinnacle of interurban car design was reached in the 
combination of speed, acceleration, braking, comfort and economy 
engineered into the 35" HIGHSPBEDS* = builttor Indianagne hae 
1931. The 14 observation-lounge cars (numbers 50-63) were built 
at Jeffersonville by the Am- 

nee erican Car & Foundry Com- 
pany. Shown above are 5l, 
52, 53, 58 and; below left, 
58 at various points along 
the Indianapolis-Muncie- 
Ft.

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The maximum operating train 
length for Indiana Railroad high 
speed equipment wasthreecars. 

The straight-air brake system 
was suitably responsive only up 
to that length; the 600-volt bus 
system which permitted use of 
only one trolley pole per train 
Only had that much capacity, and 
for that matter the substations 
along the line could barely han- 
dle the demand of one three-car 
train, much less two of them 
meeting or running close to- 
gether in the same direction.

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The former Union Traction 400-series steel cars posed a problem 
in the equipment modernization program Indiana Railroad put into 
action. If they were to be retained they would have to be one-manned, 
but the steel bodies (built 1913) were so badly deteriorated as to re- 
quire extensive rebuilding. The problem was avoided in 1935 by the 
leasing of 10 former Northern Indiana Railway lightweights (Indiana's 
90-series) from Cummings Car & Coach. Thereupon the 400-class 
went to the junkman. On this page, from top down, are #407 at Ft. 
Harrison, #405, 403, 404 at Indianapolis (note truss rods and re- 
vamped upper sash on 405), and #402 at Lafayette. Above #404. 
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Basic heavy car of Indiana Railroad was the #427-441 
group, acquired from Union Traction, and used by IR 
as two-man cars until the 1935-36 rebuilding to one- 

man. As two-man cars they carried UT red paint job 
and gold-leaf car name.

All were one-man- 
ned by Indiana R.R., al- 
tho #446 (left) did a short 
stint in 1936 as a double 
end two-man car on a 
Terre Haute-Brazil run. 


Basic heavy one-man car for Terre 
Haute line was the 427 type. #430, 
above, got baldy front end after 
headon brush with #440 at Cambridge 
City in 1936. 
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As a two-man type, cars 446-449 preserved their 
appearance exactly as they had left Indianapolis & 
Cincinnati Traction Company, except for adopting 
Union Traction’s standard red paint job. When one- 
manned by IR in 1936, the characteristic Cincinnati 
Car Company semi-circular windows at side near 
vestibule end were removed. 

Scene above is 447 ready to leave Frankfort en 
route Marion and Anderson in 1932. At center, 446 
has just pulled into Traction Terminal from Rich- 
mond in 1933. In 1936 view below, 446, freshly one- 
manned, loads at Ft.

Unfortunately, the sad truth 
was that there was no use 
for such a car that could 
justify its upkeep on Indiana 
Railroad. Seldom did a 
prospective customer need 
such a pretentious vehicle, 
much less pay the cost of 
deadheading it from and 
back to Anderson. 


After spending a year at An- 
derson shops, with little 
or no use, its body was 
sold to Sherman E. Welch 
in 1933. He posed proudly 
with it (inset at top) as it 
was ready to be moved 
to its new life as the 
"Chrysler Ciub". Its 
fate after that date is 

not known.

The most substantial of Indiana Railroad’s freight motors were numbered in 
the middle of the freight number series. For example, #710, shown upper left, 
was built at Anderson shops from the salvage of Union Traction’s passenger 
car #444. Then there were the former Interstate cars which bore Indiana's 
numbers 712-717. The first three were express trailers suitable for passen- 
ger train service under IPS; the remainder were designed and built for IPS as 
freight motors. These cars could really take the gaff of their rough job.

One of the important industries that developed 
on the Louisville-Indianapolis interurban line 
was the cement plant at Speeds. Actually the in- 
terurban line ran along the west side of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad at Speeds, while the 
mill was on the east. At Sellersburg the trac- 
tion line turned abruptly eastward, crossed un- 
der the Pennsy and took off for a comfortable 
crossing of the river bottom. To serve the ce- 
ment plant, a spur was built to the east of the 
railroad from a point close to the Sellersburg 
underpass north to Speeds. 

In late 1939 the main line of the interurban 
was abandoned but a small company known as 
the Southern Indiana Railway, Inc. was formed 
to take over the cement spur and the portion of 
main line south from Sellersburg to Watson, 
where connection was made to the B&O RR. 

On this five-mile route, former Indiana Rail- 
road box motor 714 and locomotives 750 and 
751 were operated until dieselization after 
World War II.

The following additional disposition notes apply to certain Indiana Railroad freight motor units: 
710, 713. 715, 716, 717 and 738 were sold to American Aggregates Company and were dieselized. 
713 was renumbered after a while by American Aggregates to 718. 
714, 750 and 751 were sold by Southern Indiana Railway to Am. Agg. 
164 717 was sold to Columbus (Indiana) Creosoting Co. and was used until 1946. This company also 
had bought old Interstate Public Service Co. cars #202 and 221. 


GOSHEN-PERU: 

The first board of directors of the Winona In- 
terurban Railway is said to have convened its 
meetings with prayer and psalms. True or not, 
this legend is in keeping with the background of 
the line. To transport crowds to hear Billy Sun- 
day and the other great evangelists of the day at 
the Winona Assembly at Winona Lake, the Wino- 
na and Warsaw Railway Company was incorpor~ 
ated on October 30, 1902. Altho electrified after 
avery shorttime, the first trains were pulled by 
a small steam locomotive. 

In 1904 the Winona Assembly incorporated the 
Winona Interurban Railway to build both north 
and south from Warsaw. Construction was paid 
with a bond issue, while the stock was held by 
directors of the assembly, with all dividends to 
be paid into funds for the college at Winona Lake. 
Work started on the route north to Goshen and 
the first cars were run in June 190%. Progress 
southward began in May 1906 but was slow be- 
cause of great difficulties encountered in grading 
over the soft ground around Mentone. Meantime, 
nine miles of the old Eel River Railroad (once 
part of the Wabash Railway main line) north out 
of Peru were leased and electrified, then extend- 
ed northward. Electric operation between Peru 
and Chili began in May 1907 and was carried up 
to Akron in January 1908. The line south from 
Warsaw reached Mentone in March 1909 and fi- 
nally, on February 4, 1910, the entire line was 
completedand thrucars began operation between 
Peru and Goshen. 

Reflecting its religious control, the line oddly 
refused to operate on Sundays, the traditional 
day of maximum traffic on most railways of the 
time.-Pressure applied by connecting lines came 
to no avail, but in 1908 a bondholders’ suit brought 
by Electric Installations of Chicago alleged that 
this policy had caused the road to fail to meet 
interest payments. The directors now yielded 
and Sunday service began March 9, 1909. 

From the first, Winona recognized its role as 
a ‘‘connecting link’’ between the interurbans of 
northern Indiana and those of the central part of 
the state. Thruservice to Michigan City to con- 
nect with lake steamers for Chicago excursions 
was tried as early as 1907. A limited service 
between Michigan City and Peru was operating 
in November 1910. About the same time, a twice 
daily thru service was instituted in conjunction 
with the Union Traction Company of Indiana on 
the Goshen-Indianapolis run. For this service, 
Winona acquired the windsplitter-type car de- 
signed by Jewett Car Company for the Indiana- 
polis New Castle & Toledo Electric Railway. At 
times efforts were made to develop South Bend- 
Indianapolis thru services, but light demand and 
difficulties over cost division discouraged such 
plans. 


In the early 1920s the line was acquired by 
power and light interests allied with the Inter- 
state Public Service Company and was reorgan-

ized as the Winona Service Company. An inter- 
esting light weight car of high-floor design was 
developed to replace the old heavies in passen- 
ger service. Altho this car cut operating costs 
and was probably good enough for the local bus- 
iness, it was slow and not too luxurious, but the 
line had already given up most of its long ~haul 
business to the private automobile. 

Instead, itnow concentrated on freight traffic. 
A swap deal was worked out with Interstate, as 
a result of whicha steel locomotive was acquired 
by Winona, while Interstate got one of the old 
Jewetts , whichit promptly rebuilt into a deluxe 
parlor-buffet car. Interchange agreements were 
worked out by Winona with the several intersect- 
ing steam railroads for both overhead and ter- 
minating freight business, and this phase of its 
business soon had to carry almost all costs of 
operation. Even withits passenger cars now one~ 
mannedand service cut to three daily round trips, 
passenger operation became a millstone on Wi- 
nona’s neck. 

In June 1934 the Northern Indiana Railway cut 
its interurban service, and while Indiana Rail- 
road was yet operating thru Peru, Winona saw 
no hope of improvement and applied at once to 
pull off its passenger service. This it didin Au- 
gust, and soon it was operating only between 
New Paris and a point just north of Peru. 

City operations of Winona were carried out in 
both Peru and in Warsaw, the former over the 
interurban’s entrance route and the latter over 
the original Winona Lake line. The Peru line ap- 
parently ended service about 1930, while the Os- 
good Bradley-built birney cars clattered out to 
Winona Lake for the last time in 1938. The track 
in the center of U.S. highway #30 continued to 
plague motorists fora fewmore years as switch- 
ing operations continued. 

In 1934 the company organized a subsidiary, 
the Winona Refrigerator Car Company, which 
operated 39 second hand refrigerator cars, main- 
ly in the movement of eggs. 

In 1937, faced with a deteriorated distribution 
system, antiquated substations and worn out mo- 
tive power, Winona Railroad (depression days 
had severed the ‘‘Service Company’’ affiliation) 
de-electrified its line and substituted one of the 
early propane-butane locomotives. Others fol- 
lowed, always of the light industrial type. 


Freight traffic gradually slipped away and the 
entire line south of Warsaw was soon abandoned. 
In 1949, in anticipation of ICC approval of a pe- 
tition for final abandonment, the road sold its 
two remaining diesels, only to be embarassed by 
refusal of approval. However, a second request 
in 1952 was granted and the order was speedily 
complied with, bringing to a close the so-called 
‘‘connecting link’’ in the chain of Indiana inter= 
urbans. This was the ‘‘weak link’’ which managed 
nevertheless to outlast its great and powerful 
interurban neighbors, another of those anomolies 
which dot the history of the electric railway. 
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Above: #42, an old Jackson & Sharp-built coach 
was replaced by heavier combination baggage- 
passenger cars and wound up on the Beech 
Grove Traction line at Indianapolis. 


Two of the sheep-nosed cars Jewett designed in 1910 for the 
Indianapolis-New Castle line were bought directly from the 
builder by Winona, and became its #57 WINONA and #58, 
WARSAW. Station-shed scene with car 58 was taken at Goshen. 
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Mainstay of the Winona interurban 
fleet in its early years were the 
50-class Jewett-built cars. 

In a 1925 swap, #55 went to Inter- 

state to be rebuilt into parlor- 

buffet car #163. In the deal, Wi- 

nona acquired locomotive #607.
